Senior Class 
History 

One September day in 1933, we shyly 
entered the doors of Gould Academy. 
But the doorway of opportunity that 
opened its portals to our bright and 
shining countenances was not the one 
which today greets the incoming 
Freshmen. We were the last class to 
start our career in the old building.

Spring came and with it the moving 
to the new building. IIow faint the sing- 
ing and responses seemed in the new 
main room! We moved with fear and 
silently prayed lest a drop of ink or a 
scratch mar the pristine beauty of our 
surroundings. The Freshman Class dis- 
tinguished itself by placing two men on 
the baseball team. Who can forget the 
day Gould beat Berlin with Wallace 
Morgan ’37 pitching and Robert Chap- 
man ’37 behind the bat!

Marching also took much of our time, 
for we needed much practice for Grad- 
uation.

Our Senior Play was “The 
Patsy,;" Clinton Bennett w*as an effici- 
ent ticket chairman and the entire class 
cooperated. 

We sincerely hope that the friendly 
spirit that has prevailed in all activities 
which w T e have undertaken will make 
of our Graduation Day a most memor- 
able occasion.

Commercial Notes 

Perhaps in no other phase of school 
work have there been so many changes 
and developments in recent years as in 
Commercial Education. Changes in 
economic conditions have made it es- 
sential that the course of study offered 
in the secondary school be radically 
altered. These changes have been so 
rapid and varied that it often has been 
difficult to answer the question. “What 
are the current aims of Commercial 
Education?” 

In the beginning, the course of study 
consisted only of Bookkeeping, Type- 
writing, and Shorthand. This idea 
was borrowed from the privately 
owned commercial college whose prime 
purpose it was to prepare students for 
business positions. Under this set-un, 
the work offered was primarily voca- 


tional and the secondary school was 
competing with the commercial schools. 

In the present economic system, a 
far different need was found for the 
commercial course. This need was for 
a more socialized and personal-use pro- 
gram. Typewriting, for example, was 
not to be taught solely with the idea 
that the pupil was going out to earn his 
living with it, but that many students 
wanted Typing only for its value in 
their daily life. Likewise, Bookkeeping 
and Shorthand were found to contain 
many cultural, social, exploratory, and 
personal-use values and these were em- 
phasized more and more. 

In short, the work of the secondary 
school is now primarily of a pre-voci- 
tional and personal-use rather than of a 
vocational nature. That is, if the stu- 
dent. wishes to prepare for a business 
position he should augment his work 
with at least one year of study in an 
approved commercial college. This is 
not only true of a commercial course 
but it might be applied to almost any 
other department in the school. 

The Commercial Department has en- 
joyed one of its best years and has ac- 
complished a great deal of work. The 
work brought in by students and 
teachers in other departments, and also 
by people outside the school has aided 
greatly. Each week a different student 
is appointed to take care of this special 
work for that period of time. The work 
is assigned to certain pupils in this de- 
partment to be typed, mimeographed, 
etc. It is hoped that even more work 
will be brought to this department in 
the future, as it gives the students a 
great deal of experience in the different 
lines of Commercial work. 

The Bookkeeping II class have com- 
pleted their work through corporation 
accounting and will now work on 
Bookkeeping Projects. These projects 
will further aid in emphasizing the so- 



cial and personal-use values of the 
course as outlined above and include: 
Budgeting and Recording College Ex- 
penditures, Bookkeeping for a High 
School Football Team, Household Bud- 
geting and Bookkeeping, Bookkeeping 
for a Clvd), Bookkeeping for a Physi- 
cian, Bookkeeping for a High School 
Cafeteria, Bookkeeping for a Farmer, 
Bookkeeping for a High School News- 
paper, and Bookkeeping for a High 
School Treasurer. 

The Typewriting I class is divided 
into two divisions again this year, off er- 
ing an opportunity to many Seniors and 
others who wish to learn Typing for. 
their own use. The Typewriting tests 
are corrected under the International 
State Contest Rules, and the following 
students have passed their require- 
ments :

On September 26th, just two weeks 
after the opening of school, this deter- 
mined band of pigskin toters was lined 
up against Winthrop High School for 
the opening game. Not a great deal 


was expected of them but they produced 
a fine 20-0 victory. Due to a lack of 
good substitutes, the eleven men who 
started this game played nearly the 311 - 
tire season and were fittingly called 
the “iron men.” These men lined up as 
follows: R. E., Dwight Stiles; R. T., 
Robert Moore ; R. G., Rodney Howe ;

Following their 20-0 victory over 
Winthrop, the “Blue and Gold” met 
the highly respected and heavier Mexi- 
co Pintos. The game proved to be a 
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great defensive battle which ended in a 
scoreless tie. The tie vscore was really 
a well-earned victory for Gould as they 
withstood a number of Mexico marches 
in scoring territory. 

Gould 38 — Bridgton 0 

In the third game of the season, 
Gould maintained its clean slate by 
Mocking Bridgton High School, run- 
ning up a total of 38 points. The local 
eleven played hard clean football and 
showed their best offense of the year. 
The game was played with only part of 
their offensive power, one of their best 
shifts not being used, since the game 
was being scouted by one of the next 
opponents. 

Gould 6 — Norway 6 

In perhaps one of the hardest rains 
of the season, Gould Academy met and 
broke even with Norway High. It was 
a game of breaks with neither team able 
to gain consistently on a wind and rain- 
swept field. The first break came in the 
first period when Stiles intercepted a 
pass and ran 82 yards for a touchdown. 
In the third period the Norway safety 
man reversed his field after receiving 
a punt and, as Gould tacklers slipped 
and slid, managed to break into the 
open where he picked up a solid wall of 
interference and crossed the coveted 
line to tie the score at 6 all. The re- 
mainder of the game was played in mid- 
field where Gould’s much lighter team 
put up a valiant defensive battle against 
Norway’s big line. 

South Paris 12 — Gould 6 

The ‘‘Blue and Gold” eleven started 
the fifth game of the season looking likp 
winners. Early in the first period, after 
some fine runs, Gould had crossed th • 
line for 6 points. The fighting Paris 
team came back strong in the second 
period, however, to tie up the score. 

In the second half both teams fought 
on even terms until a break came for 


the winners. With 3 minutes left to 
play Paris began to heave long passes. 
On a 40 yard pass, a potential receiver 
at the 3 yard line was interfered with 
by Parker Brown who was attempting 
desperately to stop the Paris air at- 
tack. This gave the Paris boys the ball 
on the 3 yard line and 4 downs to make 
it. The losers put up a valiant goal 
line defense but the winning touch- 
down went over by inches on the fourth 
down. 

Farmington 7 — Gould 0 

The Farmington Greyhounds came to 
Bethel expecting to take an easy vic- 
tory but the Gould eleven played its best 
game of the year and gave Farming- 
ton’s bigger team all they could handle. 
After playing three periods of scoreless 
ball and with less than three minutes to 
play in the game, the Gould line failed 
to hold and Eddy Robertson was a little 
slow in getting away with a fourth 
down punt with the result that said 
punt was blocked and the ball rolled to 
the 18 yard line. This break was all 
the inspiration needed by the much 
thwarted Farmington team. In the 
final minutes thev pushed over the only 
touchdown of the game and success- 
full v rushed the extra point to win a 
hard fought and brilliantly played 
game 7-0. 

Thus ended the season of 1936. 
Gould Academy and Bethel fans 
throughout the season were loud in 
praise of accomplishments that were 
not even dreamed of as the “Blue and 
Gold” small squad began practice in 
early September. Never has a team 
been more deserving of praise than 
these grim fighters, who out scored their 
opponents by a 70-25 margin for the 
year. 

From this small group Gould will lose 
many veterans and leave for 19.37 a 
smaller group than ever. In the line 



the loss of Capt. O'Neil Robertson, Ro- 
bert Moore, Edward Holt, Rodney 
Howe, and Dwight Stiles will be most 
keenly felt. In the backfield, Wentzell, 
Perry, and Dick Young will be lost 
through graduation also.
